Justice Dept. Probes Citizens Councils 

The Justice Dept. quietly has launched a. full-scale 
probe of the White Citizens Councils’ activities in 
three Deep South states, it was disclosed in Wash- 
ington. The Department principally is concerned 
with studying the use of the economic boycott to 
deprive militant Negroes of jobs and whether such 
boycotts violate Constitutional rights. 


According to Department spokesmen, both FBI 
agents and members of the Internal Security Section 
staff—one of the most super-secret investigative 
agencies—are gathering evidence against the Coun- 
cils, especially in Mississippi, Alabama and South 
Carolina, where the organization has been called “a 
modern Klan.” 


Although there have been no announcements, de- 
partment sources admit that the “southern staff has 
been increased and that some key personnel has 
joined the Councils” to gain information. The Coun- 
cils, which began last year in Mississippi, have 
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spread into neighboring states and now boast an estimated 
half-million membership. NAACP officials contend that 
almost 500 of its members and petition-signers have been 
fired from jobs as a result of the Councils’ economic 
pressures and harassment. 


GOP Postpones Civil Rights Bill After ‘Leak’ 

Because “an enthusiastic aide” leaked “a garbled ver- 
sion’ of the administration’s civil rights bill to the press, 
top White House aides called off presentation of the bill, 
which was timed for March 28. Meanwhile, Rep. James 
Roosevelt (D., Calif.) announced action would be sought 
on pending legislation to set up commissions to probe 
racial crimes and expand Negro voting rights. 


Austin Fickling Named D. C. Municipal Judge 

Austin L. Fickling, 41-year-old Washington, D. C., as- 
sistant U. S. attorney, was named by President Eisen- 
hower as a $17,500-a-year Municipal Court judge, and 
became the first Negro judicial appointee under the pres- 
ent GOP administration. Fickling was picked from among 
seven topflight candidates for the position now held by 
Judge Armond W. Scott. He was appointed for 10 years.

At Orangeburg, Negroes acted swiftly. Before the gov- 
ernor’s signature was dry, a faculty committee had in 
print a trial resolution which raked His Honor and the 
General Assembly over the coals in one breath, and in the 
next, dared Timmerman to fire them for being “subver- 
sive,” close the school and leave the students nowhere else 
to go but to the state’s three lily-white schools. 

Meanwhile, resentful students were up to some witch- 
ery of their own. Where NAACP activity had been prac- 
tically nil, 200 students lined up before Claflin College 
prof, Rev. M. D. McCollom (local NAACP president), with 
membership applications; 1,900 State and Claflin stu- 
dents joined the community boycott of 23 local merchants 
sympathetic to the Citizens Councils; Staters hanged 
two men in effigy (one, their president, Dr. B. C. Turner). 

In the dining hall, they refused Sunbeam bread and 
Coble dairy milk; in the Student Union, plugged Coke 
machines, and ate breadless ham sandwiches. Later, a 
student committee quizzed the president on methods of 
buying school supplies, asked him to take a stand for 
college integration and cancel college foodstuff contracts 
with Council sympathizers.

MINISTER’S HUMILITY 


To Montgomery, Alabama’s 50,000 Negroes, Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr. is no ordinary Baptist minister. In fact, 
he never wanted to be a minister at all. But as the pacifist 
leader of the city’s thousands of footsore Negroes, who 
have traded their crushed spirits for new dignity and tired 
feet, Rev. King has become a symbol of divinely-inspired 
hope, a kind of modern Moses who has brought new self- 


respect to southern Ne- 
groes. 

Maybe there’s some- 
thing about his voice. 
For when he comes 
home, sometimes weary, 
but never spiritually low, 
his four-months-old 
daughter, Yolanda Den- 
ise, never fails to turn 
her head and eyes in the 
direction of his deep, yet 
softly appealing voice. 
It could be that she, the 
only child of this 27- 
year-old Boston Univer- 
sity educated minister, 
recognizes the prophetic 
role that—his--veice has 
played in Montgomery’s 
now famous bus protest 
—and may continue to 
play as far as the future 
of southern Negroes is 
concerned. 

He was born at high 
noon on Jan. 15, 1929, 
the second child of At- 
lanta, Georgia’s Martin

Luther and Alberta King. At birth he was so still and 
quiet that the doctor and nurse had to beat his body vig- 
orously before there was a sign of sure life. 

“He was always the quietest of my children,” recalls his 
mother, Alberta. “He never seemed to want to bother 
anybody.” She remembers that a bully at Atlanta’s How- 
ard Elementary School once kicked young King in the leg 


and knocked him down 
“but M. L. Jr. just went 
on and said nothing.” 
An Atlanta childhood 
friend, Emmett LaCoste, 
recalls: “He would wres- 
tle it out and play hard 
in our ball games, but he 
wouldn’t fight back with 
fists, rocks or sticks like 
his brother, A. D. (Adam 
Daniel) .” 

Only once as a child 
perhaps did the now fa- 
mous Montgomery min- 
ister resort to physical 
violence. He was “mortal- 
ly afraid” of his younger 
brother, A. D., his par- 
ents recall, but once he 
really did fight back. 
That was the time when 
A. D. hit their older and 
only sister, Christine, 
now a 28-year-old Atlan- 
ta schoolteacher. “M. L. 
Jr. let him have it—right 
on the head with the 
telephone receiver.”

King’s Grandfather Once Led A Boycott 

Indeed, non-violence has tempered the young minister’s 
life. But his dedicated passiveness should not be mistaken 
for weakness. For he comes from proud stock of Negro 
leaders, known to fight for their rights. His grandfather, 
for example, the late Dr. Adam Daniel Williams, one-time 
pastor of Atlanta’s historic Ebenezer Baptist Church, was 
one of a group of Negro leaders who successfully boycotted 
an Atlanta daily newspaper out of business because of its 
anti-Negro stand. The paper, the old Atlanta Georgian, 
had editorialized against the city’s Negroes, calling them 
“dirty and ignorant,” after they had helped defeat a bond 
issue in the early 20’s. Negroes bristled with indignation, 
and as many as 6,000 of them quit taking the paper in a 
single day. 

Montgomery’s young King should wear his race-con- 
sciousness easily. His father, the Rev. M. L. King Sr., cur- 
rent pastor of Ebenezer Baptist Church and long an At- 
lanta Branch NAACP leader, chaired the citizens commit- 
tee which instituted Atlanta’s first suit for equalization of 
teachers’ salaries. He recalls two incidents in his earlier 
life that more than anything else awakened in him a 
racial awareness that was later to be instilled in his son. 
They were: 1) a white man once knocked him down in his 
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Stockbridge, Ga., home (18 miles from Atlanta) when he 
refused to stop and work for the man while on an errand 
for his mother. The mother promptly went and knocked 
the white man down; 2) he caught a white man cheating 
his illiterate father out of his share of sharecropped 
cotton. 

If Martin Luther King Jr. is literally a chip off the old 
block, he is in spite of himself rather than because he 
intended to be. He grew up in a religious home, attended 
church regularly, but never wanied to be a preacher. He 
wanted to be a doctor. At six, he sang solos at church 
conventions, particularly the gospel hymn, I Want To Be 
More Like Jesus. And the song, in true Baptist tradition, 
would move the church mothers and elder sisters to out- 
bursts of religious fervor. By the time he had reached the 
11th grade, he had won the Elks educational scholarship 
finals, spoke on serious subjects at church, but still in- 
sisted “I am not going to preach.” 

His calling, however, came in 1945, shortly after he had 

enrolled as a Freshman at Morehouse College in At- 
lanta. “Uptothen, - 
I had been of the 
opinion that 
haunted me so 
long — that gospel 
religion could not 
be intellectually re- 
spectable,” remem- 
berstheboyish- 
looking minister. 

But two years 
later, he was or- 
dained a minister 
in his father’s 
church, where he 
served as assistant 
for two years and 
co-pastor for four

“IT am not a bus rider,” he reflects soberly, “but when my 
brothers and sisters were hurt, I felt just as they felt.” 

The sympathy has not been without reward. And the

Jesus Christ—appears to be bursting into full flower at an 
early age.

DAYTON’S STRANGEST MURDER CASE 
Ql IE T OHIO CITY SIFTS PUZZLE 


For the fifth week, as dark- 
ness settled over Dayton, Ohio, 
most of the town’s 40,000 
Negroes hurried to draw their 
window shades. They had 
good reason: On the Sunday 
night of March 4, one of their 
most respected neighbors, 67- 
year-old physician James Har- 
riston Gunn, had been shot 
dead by three bullets fired 
through the picture window of 
his $40,000 home. 

Since then, police have been 
baffled by a murder mystery 
Slain by marksman, Dr.J.H. stranger than any the force’s 
Gunn “had no enemies.” 90-year veterans could re- 
call. “Things like this don’t happen here,” one said. 

The victim was a man above reproach, his professional 
slate as clean as a freshly laundered sheet. Brown-eyed, 
gray-haired Dr. Gunn was a pleasant, jolly medic whose 
patients knew they could get him at any hour. He gave 
generously to charities and civic organizations. 

On the bright, springy day he was to die, Dr. Gunn and 
his 47-year-old wife, Martha, attended morning services 
at Bethel Baptist Church, and from 1:30 to 5 that after- 
noon were brunch guests at the home of Dentist E. E. 
Campbell. That evening they donned lounging clothes to 
watch television. 

There had been few visitors: a patient came to the 
home; another man, a 35-year-old, six-foot, 175-pound 
stranger dressed in a light tan or gray belted coat and 
brown hat, called to ask directions to a nearby address.
